refusal to arbitrate the wage and oth­ 
er differences between the companies 
and the men. 


This declaration was made in state­ 
ments by the men’s representatives 
after the grievance committee from 
the roads gathered here in oonferenoe 
had ratified the strike vote of the men 
recently taken and had authorised A. 
B r.arretson, president of the Brother­ 
hood of R ailw ay Trainm en, to issue 
the formal strike order to their re­ 
spective organizations. 
Peace prospects centered upon the 
roads, the men declared, with the pos­ 
sibility that a way out of the dead­ 
lock w ill he supplied by the confer­ 
ence 
in W ashington w hen' 
amend­ 
ments to the Erdm an law, under which 
previous disputes between the roads 
and the men have been arbitrated, 
w ill 
be considered 
with a view 
to 
pressing their speedy passage upon 
congress. 
The general committee of the two 
organizations authorized Messrs. Gar- 
retson and Ta'o to delay the strike or­ 
der long enough to permit them to at­ 
tend the Washington conference be­ 
tween 
President W ilson, representa­ 
tives of the railroads and their em­ 
ployes and prominent public men. 
The men’s representatives will take 
part in the conference in the hope that 
it will result in the passage of Erdm an 
law amendments increasing from three 
to six, or more, the number of arbi­ 
trators i jthorized to act in disputes 
between railroads and their employes. 
It has been made plain that the 
roads’ chief objection to Erdm an act 
arbitration is that too much responsi­ 
bility rests upon a single man— the 
third or neutral arbitrator.

powder now used In the French arm y 
and navy. 
A series of unexplained disastrous 
explosions in the French mnge Lines 
aboard ship and ashore is said to 
ha\e led lo this request, which is un­ 
usual in view of t h e consistent ef­ 
forts m a d e by most nations to pro­ 
tect the secret of their powder p rep ­ 
arations. 
The w ar department buys all of Its 
powder under contract from an Am er­ 
ican company and this company has 
protested vigorously against the dis­ 
closure of its trade seerets to a for­ 
eign government, asserting that from 
patriotic motives it 
had 
previously 
rejected overtures from this foreign 
government to sell it powder or to 
establish a powder factory in Franco.

for which the men might reoelve entire 
or partial preparation.

Farm loans as a part of the currency 
scheme 
seem 
almost 
inevitable 
if 
there is a currency bill passed. 
Ju st 
how a congress, which wants to help 
the farmer, w ill get around the B ris­ 
tow proposition for loans on farms, 
using such mortgages for asset cur­ 
rency, providing there is an usset cur­ 
rency, Is hard to see. 
Congress has done a great deal for 
the farm er through the agricultural de­ 
partm ent but that is largely in the 
w ay of furnishing information, instruc­ 
tion, seeds and improving farm meth­ 
ods. 
Now. here is a plan which will 
carry out the Idea that farmers should 
have an opportunity to secure govern­ 
ment loans ut a low rate of Interest 
and giving the government the basis 
of a stable currency at the same time. 
Only u short time before be left of­ 
fice President Taft laid great stress 
upon the lack of facilities possessed 
by the farm ers to secure money at low 
rates of interest. 
The farm loan plan 
incorporated in a currency bill will 
cure that defect, although many men 
fear that it is not practical. 


Ca me Into Line. 
The consideration of the tariff bill 
in both senate and house caucuses by 
the Democrats was much alike In at 
least one particular. 
In both there 
were strong protests against certain 
features of the bill—assertions made 
that, if enacted, ruination would fol­ 
low certain industries, and more par­ 
ticularly the prospects of the senators 
who were speaking. 
Then after these 
features were voted in the men would 
get into line and say. “ W e lL perhaps 
it w ill not be as bad as we think,” or 
something like tlmt. 
And thus a low 
tariff bill w as framed. 


Congres s Is Funny , 
The high pitch of excitement w hich 
has been worked up in congress by the 
M ulhall charges recalls a sim ilar Inci­ 
dent several years ago when the pres­ 
ent senator from Kansas, Bristow, was 
fourth assistant 
postmaster general, 
lie was selected by Roosevelt to make 
an investigation of affairs in the fs»st- 
office department, where two men had 
been indicted.

Minnesota Ç „Jtral Railway Act Seems 
Certain of Passage, May be 
Unanimously 


STREET RAILWAY IS IN SIGHT 


Five Cent Fare Throughout Brainerd 
and For a Mile Bey ond the 
City Limits 
From authentic sources of inform­ 
ation, including a majority of the 
members of the city council, the Dis­ 
patch is enabled to announce that a 
franchise to the Minnesota Central 
Railway company to construct and 
operate a street railway in llrainerd 
will be passed at the adjourned meet­ 
ing of the council Monday night. 
It would not be possible to pass the 
franchise without the support of the 
aldermen elected on th e Municipal 
Ownership ticket and May or Henning, 
elected on th e same platform. 
Six 
votes are required to pass the fra n­ 
chise. 
If vetoed by the may or after 
its passage, seven votes, or two-thirds, 
would be required to pass the fran­ 
chise over his veto. 
Two-thirds could 
not be obtained without the support 
of one or more Municipal Ownership 
Aldermen. 
So far as ascertained, not a vote 
will be cast against the g ranting of 
the franchise. 
The form of franchise 
was submitted to M. E. Ry an, City At­ 
torney , on Saturday afternoon by R. 
M. Hughes, general counsel of the 
Minnesota Central Railway company , 
who was accompanied by George Reid, 
president of the company . 
Several 
important changes desired 
by Mr. 
Ry an to fully protect the city 's inter­ 
ests were agreed to by the company 
without quibble, and Mr. Ry an then 
pronounced the franchise legal as to 
form. 
As soon as this had been done ty pe­ 
written copies of the proposed fran­ 
chise were made and before eight 
o’clock Mr. Reid personally , in a mot­ 
or car, delivered copies to the home 
of each of the alderman, so that all of 
the city fathers would have 48 hours 
in which carefully to consider every 
section of the franchise and to deter­ 
mine for themselves that the city ’s 
interests are safeguarded from every 
standpoint.

Hughes, general counsel of the 
Minnesota Central Railway company, 
who was accompanied by George Reid, 
president o«f the company. 
Several 
important changes desired by Mr. I 
Ryan to fully protect the city’s inter­ 
ests were agreed to by the company j 
without quibble, and Mr. Ryan then 
pronounced the franchise legal as to 
form. 
As soon as this had been done type­

Findings of Trial Court, Judge W. S. 
McClenahan Presiding, Sus­ 
tained by Evidence 
The case of the state vs the Brooks- 
Scanlon Lumber company, a suit for 
payment of 3,000,000 feet of timb­ 
er cut by the lumber company and 
disclosed In a rescale made by the 
state, was heard some months ago by 
Judge W. S. McClenahan In the dis­ 
trict court. 
The case of the state was 
ably presented by the then Assistant 
Attorney General A. L. .Janes and re­ 
sulted in a verdict for the state. 
It 
was appealed to the state supreme 
court by the lumber company and an 
order has Just been entered affirm­ 
ing the order of the lower court, thus 
sustaining Judge McClenahan. 
The decision reads: 
Syllabus— The state sold to defend­ 
ant lumber company all the pine tim­ 
ber of certain dimensions standing 
and growing upon a tract of state 
land; the lumber company cut and 
removed the timber under the con­ 
tract; it was scaled under the dir­ 
ection of the surveyor general of logs 
and lumber of the proper district, 
and paid for by the company in ac­ 
cordance with such scale. 
Subse­ 
quently, and over three years from the 
settlement and payment, the state 
auditor discovered that an incorrect 
scale of the timber had been made 
and reported, and acting under the 
provisions of chapter 163. Laws 1895, 
demanded a rescale of the timber us 
therein provided for. 
The rescale 
was thereafter made and disclosed a 
discrepancy against the btute of near­ 
ly 3,000,000 feet of timber, 
in this 
action to recover the coati aet price 
of the timber so unscaled and unre­ 
ported, it is held: 
First— The bodings of the M al 
court are sustained by the evidence. 
Second— lf the doctrine of laches 
as any application to the state in any 
case involving its rights at law, it 
does not apply to the facts in this 
case, for there was no unreasonable 
delay in demanding the rescale after 
knowledge that the first scale was in­ 
correct. 
Third— The duties imposed upon 
public officials are functions and a t­ 
tributes of the office, and demand for 
the rescale was properly made upon 
the person holding the office of sur­ 
veyor general at the time it was 
made. 
Fourth— The officer selected by the 
state auditor to make the rescale was 
not disqualified from the fact that 
he made a preliminary examination 
to determine the correctness of the 
information that the original scale 
was incorrect. 
, 
Fifth— The findings of the court 
to the effect that the rescale was the 
joint work of the representative of 
the state auditor and the deputy 
surveyor general are sustained by, 
the evidence. 
Sixth— The court below did not I 
err in receiving evidence tending to J 
show that the rescale included timb-;
